'I he  Camp  and  the  ar-il'ery  we  e  a 
bandor.ed.  but  thai  was  i.n  Vo.dabre^ 
for  not  a  horfe  was  left  ahre  to  have 
drawnit  off,  had  if  oiherw  fe  been 
pi afhcable.
